We learn from Nice, that a boat lately ar- 
rived there with 13 mea, being part of the crew of a Neapoli- 
van bark, who weré fo fortuiiate as to efcape after the veffel 
tied been captured by an’ Algerine corfair. 

Venice, Aug. 25. We have received advice from the Che- 
valier Emo, ‘that his fleet had again bombarded Safa ; the at- 


- tack Jaited three nights, durihg which 400 thells were thrown, 


of which 58 burft in the air, and 258 fell in the town, and did 
fnach damage by deitroying 156 lioufes. The enemy fired 
600 cannon balls, which did no further damage than wound- 
ing two foldiers. The fame advices add, that the fleet after 
this left the coaft on the 6th of this month. 

Axtwerp, Sept. 15. Every thing here feems to announce

A new company of pioneers is arrived here, and in fhort noe 
thing is going forward but warlike preparations; neverthelefs 
moft people imagine that matters will yet be feitled. 

Hague, Sept. 19. Letters from the Eatt Indies are received 
here, dated the 17th of June lait, announcing, that Captain 
Van Braam has obtained a great victury over the Bogriens, 
and made himfelf mafter of the kingdom of Riow for the Eaft 
India Company. In this new expedition he took poffeffion of 
a great number of cannon of differcat bores. 

Herve, Sept. 14- Orders are come from the ftates of our 
province to furaifh an immenfe quantity of ftraw, and the far- 
mets are in confequence threfhing out their corn as falt as pof- 
file ;_vait quantities of wood are alfo cutting in the Royal fo- 
tefts for the afc*of the troups.

Walton 
called Douglas an impertinent puppy, and at the fame time 
rofe from his chair (which was on the oppofite fide of the table) 
went round to Douglas, and gave him a blow which made him 
reel. Douglas appeared very angry on receiving the blow, ran 
inftantly into his:cabin, which was feparated from the ware- 
room by a canvafs partition only, and not more than three 
yards diftance. Mr Wells ran up, fhut the door of Douglas’s 
cabin, and endeavoured about half a minute to prevent his re- 
turn into the ward-room ; but, apprehenfive of receiving a 
wound, being of canvas, he went on one fide. Douglas im- 
mediately ran out with a drawn bayonet. Walton and Dou- 
glas ran to each other and clofed. A fcuffle enfued between 
them ; it la(ted near a minute. They parted from each other. 
Walton leaned againft the partition, and dropped almoft in- 
ftantaneoully dewas iflued from his mouth. This-wit- 
nefs, while Walton and Douglas were clofed, faw Douglas 
pufh twice at Walton with the bayonet ; he endeavoured to 
take the bayonet out of Douglas’s hand, but it was either 
drawn through his hand, or wrenched out of it. Douglas was 
diunk, Walton fober. 

Lieutenant Nicholas Burrell, 7oth regiment, fpeaks to the 
fame purport with Mr Wells, that thege appeared no inclina- 
tion in Douglas to quarrel until the blew was given him.
